Woodstock/Greenwood 
appeal dump decision 
Wednesday in Augusta 
The towns of Woodstock and Green 
wood will go before the Board of En- 


vironmental Protection next Wednes-- 


day in Augusta to appeal that board's 
January decision to deny a permit for 
the towns’ joint transfer station, 
The transfer station, off Route 26 in 
Locke Mills, has been operating since 
the fall. The board's decision in January 
was that the dump was. unsatisfactory 
and would have to be closed. 
With:the help of State Senator Don 
Twitchell (D-Norway) and the towns’ at- 
torney, the towns appealed the decision 
last month, presenting evidence that the 
‘transfer station could be made to con- 
form to the Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection’s regulations and abutter's 
concerns. 
Following the presentation of their re- 
quest foran appeal, a summer resident 
of Greenwood—who lives in New 
Jersey—-presented his.own evidence, ac- 
cording to'a DEP staffer, outlining his 
concerns with: having the transfer sta- 
tion abutting his property. 
Woodstock Selectman Frank Bean is 
looking forward to the appeal hearing 
next week; “We've got our hearing and 
we're going to go to bat with it.” 
Aside from the Woodstock and 
Greenwood selectmen, Sen. Twitchell 
is also expected to be at the hearing. 
And, said Selectman Bean, “I know 
theré’s going to be some carloads of 
people from here go up to see what 
goes on there.” ° 
What went on at the Jan. 23 hearing 
was that the board turned down the per- 
mit request by a 4-2 vote. There are nor- 
mally 10 members on the board, but 
currently only nine seats are filled, Still, 
there could be three extra votes this 
time around if all nine members show 
up.

Andover officials 
consider new truck; 
might cost $62,000 


in the wake of the most recent mishap 
with the town’s snowplowing truck—a 
1978 International 1700—officials are 
discussing purchasing a replacement. 
They estimate the cost at $50,000 to 
$62,000. 

The truck suffered a bent frame 
recently when the road commissioner 
hit a buried hunk of ice while plowing. 

It's not the first time the truck has suf- 
fered major damage. Selectman Jane 
Rich says the town has paid out 
$14,000 in repairs during the seven 
years it has owned the truck, the 
original cost of which was $14,000. 

Should the Budget Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen decide to go 
with a new truck, a special town 
meeting will have to be called, Mrs. 
Rich said this would likely be in the first 
week of May, in order to guarantee 
delivery by fall. “Something will have 
to be done about obtaining a plow truck 
before next fall,” she said. 

The town has $13,000 in its new 
equipment account, The remainder 
would have to be appropriated at the 
special town meeting. 

In the meanwhile, the damaged truck 
will be repaired and used for sanding. 
Budget Committee members Marshall 
Miesnet and Wayne Delano met with 
the selectmen last night (Tuesday) and 
decided to invest in the repairs, 
estimated at $2,500. Thé insurance on 
the truck will pay for all but $500 of the 
cost. 

In other matters, the Board of Select- 
men recently turned over the town’s 
$715,000 nest epg to Key Bank to 
manage. The money came from a set 
tlement last year on back taxes owed 
by the satellite station. Mrs. Rich said 
Key Bank was chosen over Maine Na- 
tional and Casco Northern because 
their investment policies seemed more 
conservative and their fees are lower. 

The interest on the money is expected 
to produce about $60,000 annually, 
which money will be divided up 75-25, 
the larger share being used to reduce

The best result of conference 
would be community action 


The Oxford County Conference Ill; Abuse and Neglect within the Fami- 
ly, was held last Saturday at Telstar High School, giving us cause for reflec- 
tion on several matters. First off, what constitutes a successful conference? 
Would it be the fact that over 100. people gave up a sunny spring Satur- 
day to confront some fairly unsavory issues? Would it be the fact that 
this conference brought together many people who, as teachers, police 
personnel, agency workers, clergy, health professionals, legislators, school 
administrators, parents and neighbors must deal with the consequences 
of abuse and neglect of children, teenagers, adults and the elderly? 

- Would it be that the event ran smoothly, or that the keynote Speech 
by Human Services Commissioner Mike Petit and the individual presen- 
tations were of exceptional quality? Or that our area added to its reputa- 
tion.as a center of innovative educational activities? Or even, that the 
CADET group earned over $200 toward Project Graduation by catering 


the lunch? ~ . 


Actually, it was all these things and more. Individuals attending cer- 
tainly used the conference to expand their awareness of abuse and neglect 
issues, But, more significantly, the exchange.of names and phone numbers 
was a frequent occurrence—the establishment of crucial networks within 
our county, and.with human service personnel. 

The message from the Oxford County Conference regarding the abuse 
and neglect issues may be summarized as follows: A great deal has been 
done legislatively and procedurally during the past few years to improve 
the reporting and handling of abuse and neglect cases. Our state and our 
county have responded to the crisis, and increased funding for caseworkers 
is currently being sought in Augusta. 

The real key is certainly prevention: At the Conference, the universal 
appeal was for a community response—support for programs of daycare, 
parenting training, family support teams, youth activities. And for in- 
dividual. responses—more families willing to enter the fosterparent pro- 
gram, more adults willing to be role models, more neighbors who will 
help.a young single prarent, a troubled adolescent, or a frail elderly person. 

Above all, a successful conference should lead to action. Our communi- 
ty is fortunate to have a Family Supprt Team based at the Bethel Area 
Health Center. Why not contact the Health Center today to-find out how 


you could help?

Support group forming 
for survivors of 
early sexual abuse 


A therapy group for adult survivors of 
child sexual abuse is being organized 
for women who were abused as 
children and may be in.need of help in 
a group setting to talk about their 
feelings. 

The past year has seen a lot of media 
attention to-the issue of child abuse— 
sexual abuse in particular, For those 
who were abused as children, the 
television movies, news articles and 
special magazine editions on the subect 
may be bringing a lot of painful 
memories to the surface. 

Many women who were abused have 
kept it a secret all of their lives.and have 
felt guilty, confused’ and fearful for 
many years. Group sessions with other 
women who have had similar ex- 
periences can be a wonderfully suppor- 
tive experience and a healthy way for 
adults who have survived sexual abuse 
to talk about their feelings and to work 
through their guilt, isolation and fears.

Bustin of the Human Resources Com- 
mittee as panelists.

Ferguson of Hanover. 


Battering: the unreported crime 


Although one doesn’t read much 
about it in newspaper reports on.police 
actions or court cases, battering of 
adults (usually a man battering a 
woman) is apparently a very ordinary 
event. 

Ata seminar on the subject at the Ox- 
ford County Conference on Abuse and 
Neglect within the Family last Saturday 
at Telstar, all the members of the au- 
dience said they knew at least one per- 
son who had been battered, 

Psychologist Jonathan Brown, of 
Augusta, who deals with the batterers 
as well as with the battered, pointed out 
that of 4.1. million crimes over the 
decade involving people who knew 
one another, 57 percent of those rela- 
tionships were between spouses or bet- 
ween ex-spouses, 

Mr. Brown made it very clear that hit- 
ting one’s spouse is not some wayward 
expression of affection. It’s a crime, 
"When you punch your spouse in 
Maine, you’re an offender,” he said. 

And he was happy that the law was 
written that way, because his ex- 
petience showed that counselling is of 
dubious use with offenders, whereas 
the fear of arrest might change anti- 
social behavior patterns. 

"Violent men have a great deal of dif- 
ficulty expressing feelings except by 
punching someone out,” he said. Ad- 
ditionally, those men who batter their 
wives or girlfriends régard people as ob- 
aay to be owned and controlled, he 
said. 

This ownership of another human be- 
ing is very clear when analyzing the 
women who come to shelters to escape 
a battering husband. Seventy-five per- 
cent of them don’t have driver's 
licenses. “In a rural state like Maine, 
that’s like placing yourself in bondage 
to someone else,” he said. 

Lois Lindsay, of South Paris, herself 
a former battered wife, told the seminar 
that once battering becomes part of a 
relationship, it is there to stay, with the 
assault allowing enough eniotional 
steam to escape to keep the rélationship 
going. 

After beating her, she recalled, her 
husband would be apologetic. "He's 
contrite and says he won't do it again, 
and she believes him because she has 
to for her own sake,” explained Ms. 
Lindsay. 

The woman, once she has accepted 
the syndtome, also plays a role. "You 
hear people say, ‘She asked for it,’ and 
maybe she did, in order to relieve the 
terision.” 

Whilé many women will complain 
about being beaten by husbands and 
boyiriends, few will get themselves out

of the relationship, the seminar leaders 
pointed out. Eighty percent of the bat- 
tering couples who split up get back 
together again. 

Ms. Lindsay suggested that friends of 
battered women can help by not being 
sympathetic listeners to stories about 
battering. Tell the woman if she doesn’t 
like it, leave, was her advice. 

“She suggested that for a battered 
woman to:seek help from a church was 
usually a guarantee to prolong the situa- 
tion. “A lot of fundamentalist religions 
believe the man should rule with an 
iron fist,” she said. The best ways of 
stopping the battering, she advised, 
were to go to a shelter (there’s one in 
Auburn) or get a court order ordering 
the offender to stay away from the vic- 
tim, District courts can issue these 
orders 24 hours a day, and violation of 
it by an offender results in a contempt 
of court citation. 

Bethel counselor Joan Trapp Wiese 
pointed out that battering is just one 
form of behavior by which spouses 
abuse one another. Neglect and indif- 
ference ate other common forms of 
abuse, she said. 

When it comes to punishment, aside 
from hitting, spouses will also punish 
by gaining weight, drinking, having an 
affair, or withholding emotional sup- 
port, she said. 

The various forms of abusive 
behavior are normal, she pointed out. 
a depends on the degree to which we 

o it.” 

Often, violence is the outcome if a 
relationship continues to deteriorate. 
“Violence has to start somewhere, and 
it starts. with things like these.” 

Sometime, she continued, the non- 
physical forms of abuse are as difficult 
to put up with as the physical. She 
recalled patients of hers who will say, 
"{ would rather that he hit me than treat 
me as he does.” She recommended 
learning to communicate as a solution 
to a worsening relationship. 

Mf. Brown said the best therapy for 
offeriders is to get them to build other 
relationships with friends, instead of 
relying entirely on a spouse for emo- 
tional support. Because of this, he said, 
gfoup therapy is much beiter than ins 
dividual counselling in treating violent 
men. 

All the conferees particularly were 
alarmed by what they saw as a rising 
incidence of battering among teenaged 
couples, They blared everything from 
home environment to TV shows to 
punk dress styles, “It’s a learried 
behavior,” the Bethel Area Health 
Center's Shitley Powell summed up.

“55 Alive/Mature Driving,” an in- 
novative, classroom driver retraining 
program designed to help older persons 
improve their driving skills, is being of- 
fered on April 9 and 16, 8:30 
a.m.-12:30 p.m., at the Moses Mason 
House, Bethel. Jt is sponsored by the 
SAD.44 Adult and Community Educa- 
tion office. ; 

Developed by the American Associa- 
tion of Retired Persons, "54 
Alive/Mature Driving” is the first com- 
prehensive driver retraining course 
geared tgo the specific needs of older 
motorists. ‘ 

"The course material covers the effects 
of-aging and medications on driving, 
basic driving rules, license renewal, 
local traffic hazards, adverse road. con- 
ditions, energy saving, and accident 
prevention mearures, 

Research shows that older drivers are 
involved in more accidents than their 
middle-aged counterparts when the 

- record is based on actual miles driven. 
The physical. changes of aging create 
difficulties for mnay older drivers when 
yielding the right-of-way, backing, tur- 
ning, changing lanes, and entering and 
leaving expressways, 

Research also indicates, however, 
that older persons can improve their 
driving abilities through additional train- 
ing, attention, and practice, enabling 
them to maintain their driving licenses 
longer while driving safer. This is the 
ultimate goal of “55 Alive/Mature 
Driving.” 

Persons 55 years of age or older are 
eligible to participate in the program 
and may even qualify to become in-

April is the month opening the warm 
weather season, the month of 


Aphrodite, goddess of love. The’ 


Penobscot Indians named it ma’kwa’n 
hadin, for maple sugar gathering, an 
operation that usually lasts the entire 
month, : 

A combination of the orbit of Earth 
around the sun and the 23% ° tilt of its 
axis gives us our seasons. As the month 
progresses, the sun will move higher in 
our sky, pouring more energy per 
square foot onto the State of Maine, and 
the warmer weather that:deserves to be 
labelled spring will come to us at last. 
The sun is a giant nuclear fusion teac- 
tor fusing hydrogen into helium and, in 
the process, converting 4 million tons 
of material per second into energy, This 
is the source of the light we see 
reflected off the planets and moons of 
the solar system, and. which the Earth 
receives, (Our planet only catches 2 
billionths of this scattered light.) 

Bundle into a warm jacket and go out 
to view the April heavens, The effort 


~ will be rewarded with a view of the 


spring constellations. Try to get as far 
from houses and streetlights as possible 
(an-open field is good), Looking south, 
you will find a star group that resembles 
a sickle or a backward question mark. 
This is the head and chest of Leo the 
Lion, lord of beasts and lord of this sec- 
tion of the sky, and one of the few con- 
stellations that actually looks like its

is Regulus at the bottom of the sickle. 

Cancer, the Crab, another well- 
known zodiacal. constellation, is very 
dim, but identifiable, as an upside 
down "Y” directly in. front of Leo’s 
head. 

Off to the west, the mighty hunter 
Orion is slipping away. But another 
hero, Hercules, is rising in the east on 
his way north for a few months, Her- 
cules is noteworthy for the globular 
cluster there, containing. more than 
300,000 stars, To the nakéd eye, it ap- 
pears as.a single dim star, but with 
binoculars it appears: as a fuzzy patch. 
You can find it on the west side of the 
keystone shape that forms the chest of 
Hercules. 

The brightest planets seem to be Mer- 
cury and Venus, which are best seen in 
the west at sunset on the 1st, but other 
planets show themseleves. in mid- 
month. Venus will then be seen. only 
with difficulty. Mars will also be very 
low in. the west after sunset as it moves 
into Taurus. The king planet, Jupiter, is 
in Capricomus, about 4% hours before 
sunrise, and will be very low in the 
southeast by sunrise, Gold-colored 
Saturn rises in Libra four hours after 
sunset and will be very low in the 
southwest by: sunrise. 

For late-night skywatchers, the Lyrid 
meteor shower will be this month’s 
highlight when it peaks in the wee 
hours of the morning on the 22nd. This 
is a relatively small major.shower, pro-

Area residents favor 
forced auto insurance 
but not seat belts 


Most area residents responding to a 
questionnaire sent out by State 
Representative Jeff Mills (D-Bethel), 
favor mandatory liability insurance for 
motorists, but are against forcing 
motorists to wear seatbelts, 

With 37 percent of the 2,500 legisla- 
tion survey sheets returned, Mr. Mills 
reported 88 percent of those responding 
were in favor of mandatory liability in- 
surance. But only 30 percent favored a 
law requiring motorists to buckle up. 

On the other hand, 67 percent 
favored forcing motorcycle riders to 
wear helmets. ~ 

On other issues, 50 percent were 
against outlawing happy hours as a 
method of cutting down on drunken 
drivers; 42 percent were in favor of da- 
ing away with happy hours. 

On the question of whether approval 
for a low-level nuclear waste site should 
be a local matter or a state matter, 72 
percent of respondees said it should be 
a matter for all the citizens of the state 
to vote on. 

The majority of respondees—58 
percent—expressed approval for a law 
that would prohibit smoking in the 
workplace. On the question of a 
minimum factor of insulation in new 
construction, 53 percent were in favor 
of such a regulation. 

Rep. Mills, who represents Legislative 
District 49, mailed out the question- 
naires in January and February and was 
pleased by the high percentage of 
responses, “l am told that this is an 
unusually high return rate for surveys 
of this type. | am gratified by the interest 
shown in the survey,” he said.

Rumford Hosptial is also sponsoring 
a similar community service, called Life 
Line, Barbara Tapley, community rela- 
tions director at the hospital, said, “Life 
Line will benefit those with a serious 
medical condition or those who are 
socially isolated.”

Safety Tip of the Week: One year ago 
this area had heavy flooding from the 
spring rains. This year might bring 
similar conditions. 

Just a couple of precautions might go 
a long way later on. 

1, {f water is over the road, don’t im- 
mediately try to drive through, Often 
the swift current washes away the road. 

2. If the car stalls while trying to cross 
a road covered with water, don’t try to 
get of the car to try to get to safety. The 
combination of swift current and very 
cold temperatures make survival dif- 
ficult. Wait for someone to come with 
assistance. 

3. If the car drives through a small 
amount of water over the road, take a 
few moments to dry the brakes out 
when on the other side. Stepping on the 
brakes a couple of times will insure that 
the brakes are there when you need 
them later. 

4, Most important in any emergen- 
cy. Don’t panic. A calm attitude goes 
a long way to think through aff the 
alternatives.
